For the realization of the program, it was necesgary to create an organ 
operating outside the party in order not to arouse suspicion end there» 
fore a Centro Economico per la Ricostruzione (Ecoromle Reconstruction 
Center) vas set up a few months ago, with headquarters at 69 Via Palestro, 
Rome, and a branch office at 3 Via Borgonuove, Milen, 


‘The purpose of the Center, in brief, is to contribute with a spirit of 
rational solidarity and democratic intentions to the promtion of careful. 
studies on all problems relating to reconstruction} to the establishment 
of groups of technical end economic experts disposed to lend their pro= 
fexaional skill and experience t6 the national reconstruction; and the 
dissemination, support, snd perfection of every popular initiative pere 
tealming to reconstruction, to. the end of shaking the spirit of passivity 
and delay now affecting economic recdévery, 


With thd realization of these ends the Commmist Party hopes to arm ite 
self against the possibility of en eventval boycott by industrialists, reo 
erulting new technical experts faithful to the Communist Party capable of 
administering and directing large industries, 


Plans for contacting the C.1I.R.(Intorministerial Committee for Reconstrice 
tion), Relevant Ministries, Cemsra Centrale Economica, Chamber of Commerce, 
Regionel and Provincial Economic Commissions, Confindustria, ond Federterra 
are ineluded in the program of the Centro, 


Representatives of any political grouping may belong to.the Center, even 
ex<Faseists, providing they vere not collaborationists, This tolerancs is 
explained by ‘the fact that the Commmist Party lacks leaders in the syndic” 
eal field and is trying to fi)1 this gap by edmitting persons who are ex-. 
perte on these problems, even though they belong to other political parties. 


The Center consits of: (a)Direetorate, composed of a President, two Vice 
Presidénta, and a group of Counsellors charged with superintending and 
orienting all the activity of the organization; and (b) a permanent secre- 
tariat whose menbers may belong to the Directorate and whose task is the 
directing of the Canter, 

The Commmnist Party attachon great importance to this Center, which is closely 
linked with the National Reorganization Movenent, and is reported to have ale 


ready spent several million lire for the speedy development of the Center, 
which has been organized on the pattern of a similar inatitue in Russia, 


The Conter has held many mectings, in various Italian cities, In. ome tha 
ueetings have bean held in the Parlamentino Hall in the Ministry of Agri- 
culture, umd at the theater of the Bank of Ituly on Piazza Fontanclla Borghese. 
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After the preliminary lecturas,prombent members of ‘the audience reslized 
that the Center represented a Communist movement and avoided attending 
further meetings, leat they be censured by the offices they represented. 


President and coordinator of the Center is Professor Antonio Pesenti, 

& Commmist; vice-president is Professor Giovanni De Neria, an intellec- 
tuel and member of the Communist Party; second-vise-president 4s Guido 
Molinelli, who haz a degree in physico-mathematies, and 4s secretary 

of the Constituent Assembly, It 19 obvious that the "elite" of the 
Communist Party was chosen to hcad the wovement, which indicates that 
the Party wants to give importance to the National Reorganization Move=- 
ment through the Economic Center, 


The members of the Rational Reorganization Movement are apparently bound 
to secrecy concerning the aims of tho movement, Hovever, it has not yet 
been possible to ascertain the existence of a formal oath, 
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
